Texans use 
old-fashioned cotton quilts to build 
concrete highways 
Cotton mats- which officials say 
arc nothing more than quilts are 
used in "curing” newly laid pave­ 
ment. 
It started as an experiment to de­ 
velop a new use for the state's chief 
crop but officials found that the 
mass when wetted and placed on 
new paving for 72 hours were more
